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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments submitted in After Final 
Amendment on 09/03/2010 have been fully considered, but are not persuasive. 

The applicant raises the issue that Majidi, Son, Bandeira, and Leung fail in any combination to teach a network as recited by claim 1. 
In response, the examiner recognizes that obviousness may be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed. Cir. 1 988), 
In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992), and KSR International Co. v. Teleflex, Inc., 550 U.S. 398, 82 USPQ2d 1385 
(2007). In this case, each element of claim 1 is either disclosed or suggested by the combination of the prior art references cited therein. 
That is, Majidi was cited to show that a mesh access network comprising at least one base station comprising a plurality of sectors, each 
sector comprising terminal nodes each comprising an antenna and plurality repeaters was not new in the art (see Majidi: Abstract, [0008], 
[0029], [0036], [0047], [0072] and fig. 1 ). Subsequently, Son was cited to show that indoor terminal nodes and outdoor repeaters are also 
known in the art (see Son: [0013] and fig. 4). Further, Bandeira was cited to show, too, that terminal nodes and repeaters in each section 
are arranged in a tree structure starting from said base-station is also known in the art (see Bandeira: col. 3 lines 35-59, col. 6 lines 27-36, 
col. 13 lines 63-67 and col. 14 lines 1-16, figs. 1 and 2). And Leung was cited to indicate that base-station sectors using different frequency 
bands that are located in alternate sectors of a particular base-station, as well as a module for interference management and sector reuse 
comprising network management of frequency, time, and directionality is know in the art, too (see Leung: column 2 lines 44-67 and column 
5 lines 24-63). Therefore, it is obvious that a person of ordinary skill in the art would recognize from the cited references that the invention 
claimed in the present application represents no novel contribution to the field of endeavor, and that granting of a patent on said claimed 
invention would not be in accordance with patent rules and regulations.. 
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
